into strong, established plants that 
will set blosoms, winter well and 
produce a satisfactory crop of ber­ 
ries next spring. They are available 
in both the ever-bearing and stand­ 
ard June bearing varieties. 
The best soil for strawberries is a 
light, gertile loam, well drained and 
enriched with rotted manure and 
peat moss cultivated in bel ort' the 
plants are set. After the plants have 
started to grow in their new location, 
side dress them with a complete 
plant food at tile rate of one pint 
to fifty feet of row’, and water it in 
around the plants. 
Pot-grown plants are especially 
well adapted for planting a straw­ 
berry barrel. In beds they are plant­ 
ed eighteen to twenty-four Inches 
apart In rows two to three feet apart. 
AfteT the ground freezes the plants 
arc mulched with a thick layer of 
straw, salt hay or leaves.

Try to remember how often you 
have heard gardeners say that prim­ 
roses are hard to grow in our clim­ 
ate. While it is true that many gar- j 
deners can relate sad experiences, 
there are a great many others who 
can point with pride to anything 
from a marvelous single plant lo a 
whole 
bed 
of 
them 
which 
has 
thrived for many years, says Alfred 
Putz in the New York Herald Tri- i 
tune. 
A few black sheep in the genus, 
so far as garden culture in our cli- ! 
mate is concerned, is no reason to 
condemn the whole tribe Of course. ; 
you cannot expect even the easy 
ones to become permanent if you i 
stick them in here and there with 1 
no thought of providing conditions 
they require. 
„ I 
It is wise to start with the easi­ 
est ones before venturing into more 1 
difficult subjects You cannot beat 
the bunch primrose (primula poly­ 
antha), which sometimes is listed as 
polyanthus, and the cowslip (prim­ 
ula veris var, officinalis). 
Polyanthia is a horticultural de­ 
velopment derived from the spe- j 
des veris, elatior and acauhs. The | 
flowers are borne in clusters — bo­ 
tanists call them umbels—held above 
the foliage by stout stems. The color j 
range is both beautiful and vaned 
with yellow shades predominating. 
But there also are very pretty yel­ 
low-red 
combinations 
and 
the 
orange-red, 
bronze 
and 
maroon 
shades found in the better strains 
are exceptionally attractive. They 
bloom with us from mid-April until 
mid-May. and occasionally longer if 
the season remains cool. 
Cowslip Imported 
The cowslip is native to Britain, 
continental Europe and parts of 
Asia. It. too, carries its flowers in 
umbels but the colors are restricted 
to shades of yellow except for an 
occasional 
red or red-and-yellow 
one. They have a delightful fragr­ 
ance and bloom at the same tune as 
the polyantha group. 
Starting With plants is the easiest 
way to acquire a display. They may 
be set out in September or as early I 
in the spring us the ground is ready | 
to receive them. Established plants 
lend themselves to dividing into 
several strong crowns and the per­ 
iod following the flower display is 
the best tune tor such propagation. 
You may have read about put­ 
ting them in a sunny crevcie of the j 
rock garden, but this advice hardly 
holds true for our climate. Where 
spring brings miniature heat waves 
and summer would not be complete 
without a month of drought and 
heat, thev do much better in a semi- 
shaded /position. Tile north side of 
the shrubbery border is ideal of the 
filtered sunlight that reaches them 
until the shrubs are in leaf. And ; 
there also is the early morning and 
late evening sunlight during the j 
summer. They like a fairly low spot 
where moisture is more uniform, 
but cannot .survive where the crown* i 
stand flooded at any time of the 
year. 
Add Sand To Soil 
Good garden soil will do nicely, 
but for best results a mixture of . 
^wo parts good garden soil, one 
part peatmoss abd one part semi- , 
coarse sand is far superior. Let this 
take the place of the present soil to j 
a depth of six to eight inches. If 
drainage is poor at the bottom 
level take out another four inches j 
and replace with coarse sand, cill- i 
ders or stones. 
Early iii the spring treat the i 
plants to a dose of weak liquid j 
fertilizer, one containing all the J 
minor elements so that they will not 
be handicapped by a lack of cal­ 
c u li and magnesium, two elements 
which are very important to them. 
Some gardeners give them liquid 
manure and that should prove as 
good if the plants indicate by the 
rich green color of their leaves that 
the essential minor elements are in 
sufficient supply. 
Both polyantha and the cowslip 
are perfectly winter hardy ii* our 
climate if the soil is well drained, 
but a 
light 
cover of evergreen 
boughs 
will 
help keep the 
soil 
shaded and cool so Ut ut the winter 
rest of the plants will nut be in- 
I terrupted.
